watched the operations of the Ger­ 
mans in their trenches a quarter of a 
mile distant . They 
expected 
every 
day to become the target for the Ger­ 
man artillery which played all around 
and even demolished the hut of an 
old peasant woman only a hundred 
yards away. 
Every morning at dawn, 
they crept up to the place from the 
rear and took their observations. 
A 
peasant farther back suggested that 
the owner of the farm had paict~ the 
Germans a round sum to spare his 
property, 
and 
this explanation pre­ 
vailed for some time. 
One 
morning 
as the French ap­ 
proached the place they were met by 
the peasant woman whose hut had 
benn demolished and who had taken 
refuge in the cellar of the farm house. 
“A spy came last night into the 
garret of the farm house,” she de­ 
clared, “and made illuminated signals 
o the Germans 
from 
the window.” 
The French officers could not believe 
it. 
The next day and the next the old 
peasant declared positively 
that she 
had again seen the 
man 
come and 
had seen the light shining from the 
vvindow\ “A spy couldn’t possibly slip 
through our line of pickets,” the of­ 
ficer insisted. 
The following morning the woman 
asked the officer to take particular 
notice of the stairs

At one 
place on this day (Feb. S) out of five 
German snipers who had crawled out 
in front of their trenches and were

At another point 
one of our 
marksmen 
recently ac­ 
counted for six single handed. Simi­ 
lar rounding up of snipers by our pa­

London, 
March 
IO.—An

announcement just issued shows that 
German 
subm arines 
yesterday sank { 
three steamships. 
The statem ent fol­ 
lows: 
“The steam er Tangistan was sunk 
by a German submarine off Scarbor­ 
ough at 12:50 o’clock the morning of 
March 9. 
Only one man of lier crew* 
of thirty-eight was saved. 
‘‘The steam er Blackwood was sunk 
by a submarine, without warning, off 
Hastings at 6 o’clock the morning of 
March 9. 
lie r crew of seventeen was 
saved. 
“The steam er Princess 
Royal 
of 
Glasgow, was sunk without warning 
by a German 
submarine 
at 
9:15 
o’clock the morning bf March 9 off 
Liverpool. 
H er crew 
of 
thirty-four 
was saved.” 
(The official report announcing the 
torpedoing of 
the 
British steam ers 
Tangistan, Blackwood 
and Princess 
Royal—the two former 
cargo boats 
and the latter once a coastwise pas­ 
senger boat—indicates 
that German 
submarines 
again 
are 
raiding 
at 
widely separated points around 
the 
British isles. As each of the boats 
were torpedoed in a period 
of less 
than nine hours it would seem prob­ 
able that all three were sunk by dif­ 
ferent underw ater boats. 
Scarborough, off which port 
the 
Tangistan was stink, is on the North 
sea, in Yorkshire: Hastings is on the 
English channel in Sussex, anti Liver­ 
pool is virtually on the Irish sea. 
The Tangistan, the largest of the 
sunken vessels, was of 2,595 tons dis­ 
placement. She was built in 1906 and 
owned by the Strick line of Swarsea. 
The Blackwood was built in 1907 
and belonged to the Tyneside line of 
North Shields. She was a 741-ton ves­ 
sel. 
The Princess Royal was owned by 
M. i^nglands & 
Sons, 
of Glasgow. 
She was a steamer of 5,559 tons dis- 
plaeement and was built in 1912).

of warfare were seen on a mountain 


by the queer name 
of 
Hartmanns- 
weiler-Kopf, near Stenbach, in Alsace 
in January. 
Tho top of the mountain 
forms a plateau I .OOO feet- high, look 
dig ftown up on/the Rhine valley to 
the northwest of 
Muelhausen. 
In 
peaceful titres it is a favorite resort 
for tho geologists and botanists of 
Sims: burg arid Freiburg Universities. 
During tho hard fighting which oc­ 
ean od there in January, Alpine rifle­ 
m e n 'of ihe French army were in pos­ 
session of the plateau, which they had 
fortified with timber and earthworks. 
When the Germans came to dislodge 
them, the Alpine riflemen shot at 
them not only from behind their de­ 
fenses. hut from the tree-tops as well. 
A number of them had clothed them­ 
selves in black goatskin and fir twigs 
and bad themselves drawn up in bas­ 
kets to the tops of the massive fir 
trees. 
From this concealment they 
were able to pick off the advancing 
Germans with fatal accuracy. 
The Germans, were it further chs- 
ndvantage because they were all low* 
landers, while the French defenders 
(-ante from the mountain districts and 
understood how' to take the most ad­ 
vantage of rile tonography. 
The Ger­ 
mans. however, succeeded in captur­ 
ing the saddle of the mountain behind 
the French, and thus cut them off 
from 
communication 
with 
other 
mountain tops, from which they might 
receive reinforcements. 
Having suc­ 
ceeded in this; the Germans spent 
several weeks holding their position 
until they could bring up artillery and 
prepare thoroughly for their attack. 
When this finally began, they had al­ 
ready 
ascertained 
details 
of 
the 
French ixisition so 
accurately 
that 
one of their Bist artillery shots drop­ 
ped into the officers’ dugout, killing 
two of Fie th i‘*e. 
The remaining of­ 
ficer soon surrendered with his little 
hand of 15u riflemen. 
Tlmse mid-winter operations were 
carri *d on successfully against a num­ 
ber of mountain-tops held 
by 
the 
French, 
notwithstanding 
that 
the 
Germans had but recently been con­ 
verted from cavalry men to mountain- 
climbers. 
The mountains were deep­ 
ly overloid with snow, and tho at­ 
tacking forces did not get a warm 
meal for weeks. 
Only after they had 
cleared the mountains of the French 
could they take time to erect log huts 
sud begin to cook their meals.

of every-day transac­ 
tions. 
As this money is made on the 
ordinary printing press, the tem pta­ 
tion to make bogus money has been 
too great for many to withstand.

is estimated that millions of dollars in 
counterfeit paper are 
now 
floating 
about the republic.

Bridgeport, Conn., March IO.—The 
claim was made by the state yester­ 
day in the trial of Mrs. Helen M. An­

Contrasted with the old-style ser­ 
vice, Sedalia’s telephone plants are 
equipped with what are known as the 
“common 
battery 
mulitple 
switch­ 
boards” with large storage batteries 
I hat entirely obviate the need and use 
of the small batteries formerly con­ 
tained in the individual telephone; se­ 
lective ringing apparatus 
for party 
lines; outside plant all cable and all 
lines of copper wire, experience hav­ 
ing demonstrated 
ordinary steel 
wire soon yields tv lie corrosive ef­ 
fects of the elements. 
Mr. George Schw’eer, of Windsor, 
manager of the Missouri Union Tele­ 
phone company, w*as the first speaker. 
He preluded his talk by humorous an­ 
ecdotes portraying the 
origin 
and 
first use of the telephone. 
At Wind­ 
sor it was started in independent use 
about sixteen years ago. Now through­ 
out the country the development is 
such that the novelty is a thing of the 
past and this utility a modern univer­ 
sal necessity. 
Illustrative of human 
traits relative to the telephone and 
other utilities the speaker explained 
that w hile postmaster at his town he 
had observed a long line of paeons on 
Sunday W’ait fifteen to thirty minutes 
for their mail without a murmur. Let 
the average man ring for a ’phone 
connection, and. if not supplied with­ 
in half a minute, is prone? to declare 
tie “has been ringin’ half an hour,” 
a “human home thrust” that provoked 
aughtcr. 
Speaking of the Home telephone, of 
Sedalia. Mr. Schweer expressed the 
belief that it represent.* an invest­ 
ment of $150,000, stated that it em­ 
ploys regularly a force of tw’enty-five 
people and pays out annually in sal­ 
aries about $25,000. 
M. L. Holliday, of Holden, manager 
of’the Holden Telephone company, 
tvas presented as the next speaker, 
the toastmaster taking occasion 
to 
enumerate the numerous other indus­ 
tries and interests with which he is 
identified. Mr. Holliday addressed his 
remarks to a discussion of the “Re­ 
lations of the Telephone to the Pub­ 
lic,*’ first taking occasion to accuse 
Mr. Schu’eer of “having stolen his 
thunder.” 
Relating the predominant 
human traits in the average relations 
between a telephone company and its 
patrons the speaker declared that “it 
is much easier to pick the moat out 
4>f our brother's eve than the beam 
out of our ow’n,” the application of 
which is that we are prone to com­ 
plain and criticize when, maybe, a part 
of the blame is our owm. He regards 
the prevailing adverse 
attitude 
to­ 
ward public service corporations as 
largely inspired by unfriendly legis­ 
lation. “You can't legislate rates down 
and service up at the same time with­ 
out hurting someone,” he declared. 
“Politics and business do not make 
a good mixture” was another of his 
expressive epigrams. 
Toastmaster Shields R. Smith, w’ho 
is manager of the Home Telephone 
company, did a gracious act in having 
present at the luncheon a crowd of 
fourteen of his operatives and assist­ 
ants and the young lady “hello girls” 
were attentive and interested listen­ 
ers to the program.
